Chief Engineer Recommends | Mayor Says He’s Just the Kind 
Rise to Commission. o Man He Wants.

Street Car Officials Point to 
Needs and Deficit. 


Six-cent fares for the.Los Angeles} 
Railway were recommended to the 
State Railroad Commission yester- 
day by Richard Sachse, ita chief en- : 
gineer. In announcing this con- 
clusion as a result of an exhaustive 
study of operating conditions, Mr. 
Sachse expressed the opinion that 
the increase of 1 cent per ride here 
will give the company an income of 
7% per cent on the coficern’s physt- 
cal valuation of $24,215,622, in 1914. 

Mr. Sachse explained to the com- 
mission that in his belief a 20 per 
cent increase in local fares will give 
the street railway as much financial 
relief as it needs. He expressed 
the view that an increase will cause 
a falling off in business, but that this 
doubtiess will be offset by the 
patronage gained through the steady 
growth of the city. He made no rec- 
ommendation regarding fares out- 
side the city limits, such as to Eagle 
Rock City and Inglewood. 

The hearing yesterday was a con- 
tinuation of the old one on the Los 
Angeles Railway's application for 
financial relief. At its close, it 
was agreed that the city should sub- 
mit such arguments ag it cares to 
prepare within three weeks, in the 
form of a brief. NO emergency or- 
der increasing street car fares may 
be expected, the commissioners an- 
nounced. 

Discussing the recent rerouting of 
cars and the inauguration of one- 
man car service, Engineer Sachse 
stated that he believed the end of 
the first year under-these arrange- 
ments will show that the company 
had n benefited to the extent of 
at least $1,000,000.
